Russia has obtained the sympathy 


of the Korean "Manpuise de Pompa- 
dour." 
The two disgraced ministers 


did not know this and imprudently 
rejected the demands of the St. Pe- 
tersburg government 
In 
connection 


with whaling privileges for Russian 
fubjects. 


The upshot of the affair was that 


Kussia appealed to Lady Om, who lec- 
tured the emperor. The emperor listen- 
ed, burst forth into a terrible wrath 
find ordered the two ministers out of 
the cabinet into exile.

reigning monarch of Korea, 


whose surname is Yi and name Heui, 
succeeded his predecessor, now known 
under his posthumous title of Ch'yelch- 
yong, in 1SU4, On Oct. 15, 1H!)7, he as- 
sumed the title of emperor.

but among the nobles the second mar- 
riage is considered so reprehensible 
thai the offspring of such a union is 
branded as illegitimate.

various members of a family, even a f t - 
er they have separated from the do- 
mestic hearth, there remain the greatest 
Intimacy and affection, and the slight- 
est connection of blood is recognized 
as a bond of attachment.

Since the Tientsin affair there has

SYSTEM OF CURING SICK AND 


DISABLED TIMEPIECES. 


Secret by Which * Yankee Me- 


chanic Oat ol Work Made au Bony

A man employed as a fitter of parts or 


finisher of clock movements in a Connect- 
icut clock factory received notice some 
years ago that the entire plant would, on 
a stated day, close its doors for an indefi- 
nite period, owing to the business depres- 
sion then prevailing throughout the- coun- 
try. 
On the appointed day ho and the 


other hands left their benches. For the 
first week or so idleness seemed to him 
like a needed vacation, but as the days 
rolled by without any prospect of a re- 
sumption of work he had to consider how 
he was going to earu bis living. 


Plowing or driving a truck team was 


out of the question with him, aud he final- 
ly decided to lit up a wagon and drive 
about the country tinkering clocks. Ac- 
cordingly a light rig was secured and 
fitted out with queer looking hammers, 
duck billed pinchers and what not. Thou

The next step was to 
lulu ion lo it, which was done liy pi,icing 
oiu-ljj'lf of n hickory nut meat betwooii 
the jaws of the duck billed pinchers and 
with a firm grip pressing out the oil, 
which, through the ngeruy of a liroom 
splint, was conveyed to the beating of ev- 
ery pinion tip. The ve-ge was put back 
on the little wire and locked into the 
crown wheel once more, the springs new- 
ly wound nad tho convalescing patient 
was well on the road to recovery. 
The 


movement was set back in its own place, 
the pendulum rod and ball carefully ad- 
justed, the face nnd hands restored and 
again the recorder of minutes was on the 
shelf, going tick-tock, tick-took.

same disorder, gummy, dirty pinions, and 
instead of taking the whole movement 
apart he slipped the verge off and allowed 
the movement to run down in a cau of 
common stove gasoline. The fluid would 
remove the old oil that hnd collected dust 
nnd .lint to nn extent thnt stopped the 
clock, the 
revolving 
pinions cleansed 


themselves and when the movement was 
taken from tho liquid it was in running 
order again.—New York Sun.

The operation:* are effected by a 


mechanism which represents in out- 
line the principal parts ol' the ma- 
chine. (A) is an inclined stationary 
magazine or holder, containing chan- 
nels in which the assorted matrices 
are stored. The matrices tend to slide 
downward out of the. magazine by rea- 
son of their gravity, but they are held 
in check by escapements (B). one at 
the mouth of each channel. 
From 


these escapements, rods (C) are ex- 
tended downwards to a series of finger 
keys til).

Kach time a key is actuated it per-

one after another, and delivered into 
the slotted assembling block (G), in 
which they are set up or composed 
side by side in a line or row as repre- 
sented in Figs. 5 and 0.

number or arrangement of its teeth, 
from the matrix bearing any other 
letter, and these teeth are relied upon 
as the means for effecting distribu- 
tion. A rigid metal bar is fixed in po- 
sition above the open upper ends of 
the magazine channels, and is formed

•the teetli of the matrices and hold the 
latter in suspension. The ribs of the 
distributor bar vary in number and ar- 
rangement at different points in its 
length, there being a special arrange- 
ment over the mouth of each channel 
of the magazine. The matrices to be 
distributed are simply pushed horizon- 
tally along the bar at one end so as to 
hang suspended therefrom, and then 
moved 
slowly along 
it 
over 
the 


mouths of the channels. T5ech matrix 
will remain in engagement with and 
be suspended from the teeth of the 
bar until it arrives over its proper 
channel, where the arrangement of

posite the face of the mold or slot, so 
that when the mold is filled with met- 
al to produce a slug or linotype, the 
metal will flow into the matrices, 
which produce their respective type 
characters in relief on the edge of the 
casting. 


Behind the mold wheel there is ar- 


ranged a pot ( M ) , in which type met- 
al is maintained in a molten condition 
by a flame from the gas burner (N) 
thereunder. The pot has a delivery 
mouth 
or channel adapted 
to fit 


against and close the rear of the mold. 
Within the pot there is mounted a 
mechanically operated pump plunger 
(O). After the line of matrices is pre- 
sented and locked against and across 
the face of the mold, the mouth of the 
pot is closed against the rear side of 
the mold, and the plunger then oper- 
ated to force the molten metal from 
the mouth of the pot into the mold, 
in which it solidifies, completing the 
sing or linotype. 


After the linotype is thus produced 


the mold wheel makes a partial revolu- 
tion, turning the mold slot from the 
horizontal position in which .it stood 
during the casting operation to a ver- 
tical position. While the mold stands 
in this position, a horizontal blade (P) 
advances from the rear and pushes 
the linotype forward out of the mold 
and between trimming knives into the 
galley, into which they are thus as- 
sembled side by side in column form 
ready for immediate use. 


After the assembled matrices have 


answered their purpose in front of the 
mold it is necessary to distribute and 
return them to the magazine, from 
which they are again In due time dis- 
charged in different order for uee in 


teeth permits the matrix t.o disengage 
so that it falls directly into the chan- 
nel. 
This fallling action of certain 


matrices into their respective chan- 
nels, while other matrices are contin- 
uing -their course along the bar to 
their proper points of delivery, is 
clearly natural. 
The ' motement of 


the matrices is effected by means of 
longitudinal screws (U), which lie 
below the distributor bar in position 
to engage the edges of'the matrices 
and slide them along the bar.
